A big suit has been filed in Circuit 
Court involving the distribution of 
the Garland Carter estate, the value 
ef which io varionaly oitimntcd at 
from 120.000 to IM.OOO.

as directed by the will.

According to to the opinion of some 
those who have investigated, and giv- 
en thought to the matter, tbia ancient 
plague ii the aaroe cnrae that ia now 
dteiniati; ^' tin [x pulation of India.* 
More than three centuriea ago its 
poiaonoua breath was blown over the 
oatilcrn world and invaded Euroj)e. 
Among tbe death record of that peri 
od are tbe following: 1427. Danliio, 
SO.OOO; 1 Im;, l>ari^ 40,000; 1670, 
Moscow, 200,000; 1570, Venice, 70- 
000; im, Naplet. 800.000 in five 
months, and 1665-'66, London, (>^- 
5ii0, out of a popuhltion of 460,000, 
two thirds of which fled the city. 
During tbe Sixteenth century China 
was "nearly depii|mlaleil" with the 
plague, it is liaid, while iu the tin^flo 
year 1603 no less than 1,000,000 lives 
were lott in Egypt. Since the out- 
l)'eak iu Marseilleii in 1720. when the 
deaths numbered from 40,000 to UO,- 
000, the plague baa receded toward 
the Bo8phoru8, and haa scarcely been 
seen agaio in Europe exoept in that 
vicinity. But it haa oontlnned its 
unsystematic ravagea iu Northern 
Africa and in certain part* oa Aaia. 

Tite bubonio plague appeara to 
have been khown in Syria, Egypt 
and Libya daring Trojaa'a laign, ear- 
ly la the Ohristian era, but tne first 
WtHntntha a ilc a ted invasion of Europe 
did not OODOr until about 543 4U, 
when it appaaiad ia Ooaalaatinople 
and apNad to Italy aad GaaL
